The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The independent 
claims recite a composition and a method for making a composition, said composition 
comprising a polysesquioxane host matrix comprising sesquioxane moities and organic moieties 
and a guest molecule having the structure as shown above. While host-guest complexes having a 
sesquioxane moieties and guest moieties are taught in the art (see the prior art cited relied on and 
cited in the previous Office action), none of those references teach or suggest inclusion of a guest 
moiety which satisfies the structural limitations of the independent claims. A structure search of 
the prior art did not yield any references, which when taken alone or in combination, which 
anticipates or renders obvious the limitations of the independent claims.
